CREDIT  UNION  GEARS  TO  WAR  ECONOMY 


Despite  a declining  loan  volume,  net  Income  of  the  FCA  Employees  Federal  Credit 
Union  in  1944  was  about  $1,240  compared  with  $720  for  1943,  the  board  of  directors 
reported  to  approximately  100  members  attending  the  annual  meeting  on  Thursday, 
January  18. 


These  net  savings  resulted  largely  from  the  Credit  Union's  program  of  the  pa; 
year  in  gearing  its  operating  expenses  to  the  wartime  decline  In  loans  and  a 
smaller  number  of  members 


The  biggest  Item  in  cutting  expenses  *came  by  employing 
a part-time  assistant  treasurer  which  resulted  in  a decrease  of  $570  in  expenses 
in  the  year. 


Notable  was  the  fact  that  although  the  loan  volume  at  the  year’s  end  was  26  percent 
less  than  on  December  31,  1943,  interest  on  loans  and  Investments  for  the  year 
totaled  only  $8.57  less  than  In  1943. 


*ftille  the  number  of  members  went  from  559  to  484  in  the  year,  share  balances  In- 
creased over  $900 . About  a third  of  the  money  in  these  share  balances  is  invested 
in  U.  S.  Bonds  of  $17,000  compared  with  $8,000  at  the  end  of  1943. 


Because  of  an  additional  $500  in  gains  from  Washington  loans  the  undivided  profits 
iccount  on  December  31  totaled  $1,720.

In  one  of  Ills  recent  columns  In  the 
Sunday  New  York  Times,  J.  Donald  Adams 
wrote  that  "Too  many  readers  of  fiction 
fall  Into  the  habit  of  consigning  them- 
selves to  read  only  what  Is  new.*  * * 

The  need  for  a balanced  ration  Is  obvious 
enough,  but  like  so  many  obvious  truths 
It  bears  reiteration."  Then  Mr.  Adams 
goes  on  to  quote  from  Gordon  Hall 
Gerould's  recent  volume  on  "How  to  Read 
Fiction"  as  follows: 

"Every  generation  makes  something 
different  of  the  fiction  of  the  past, 
though  It  finds  the  most  Important  ele- 
ments unchanging;  but  every  generation 
requires  a fresh  solution  for  the 
riddle  of  earth.  It  would  be  a serious 
mistake  to  neglect  one  or  the  other. 

By  reading  the  fiction  of  the  past  we 
not  only  get  human  nature  in  a fair 
perspective,  but  we  develop  taste 
which  may  be  exercised  when  we  turn 
to  the  work  of  our  contemporaries. 

Here  we  find  embodied  the  special  - 
problems  and  special  preoccupation  of 
our  own  time,  its  humors  and  distresses, 
and  we  respond  with  eager  Interest  to 
what  we  read.  If  authors  of  excep- 
tional insight  and  imagination  happen 
to  appear,  we  catch  aspects  of  truth 
of  peculiar  value  to  ourselves.  There 
Is  every  reason  why  today's  fiction 


should  appeal  to  us,  no  reason  why 
yesterday's  should  be  Ignored." 

Members  of  the  Farm  Credit  Club  may 
borrow  from  its  circulating  library  for 
little  or  nothing  Mr.  Gerould's  inter- 
esting discussion  of  "How  to  Read 
Fiction"  which  can  easily  be  read  In  one 
evening.
